Dr. Albert K0R0DI (previous name KORNFELD). 
He wqs chief of a section which was occupied with the development of a certain 
type of air grenade. These were grenades in which small ultra-short wave 
transmitters were built. When these grenades came near an airplane they 
exploded. The development of these grenades was very troublesome, because 
through the whirling motion of the grenades great centrifugal forces came 
into play and disturbed the small transmitters. Dr. VJtGO, chief of a Radio 
Telephony Section. He too was connected with the university as a professor. 

In 1952 the affairs of the institute were basically reorganized. Russian 
advisors came, and the guard was taken over by the A.V.H. Also a secret tech- 
nical military administration was brought in; its Hungarian name was TITKOS 
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AGYVITEZ AGYKEZELES. The man charged with the responsibility for the reorgani- 


zation was Istvan BARCZA, not much of a scientist but a good organizer.

SELLO became the new director of the administration; 


He was a worker by origin and had the

Party to thank for his job. Next to him there were two other directors, one 
named by the Ministry and one named by the military officers. The man named 


by the military was Istvan BIRO; he was a Lieutenant Colone^and had been con- 


nected with the Technical Institute of the Ministry of War. 

After the arrival of the Russian advisors the institute got complete 
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documentation material from Russian radar installations, and on Russian 
orders the people of the institute were transferred to these installations. 25X1 
In general, the Russians did not like for people in the satellite countries 
to be occupied with their own research. The Russians wanted everyone to 
develope the Russian equipment further and to carry^iaentification. 

The components of the radar installations were ’represented in a factory 
at Budapest, named FINOMMECHANI^I V&LIAIAT. 

Also it happened that scientists from the institute were sent to Russia 
to become acquainted with the Russian researches. Dr. Andreas DALLAS visited 
Russia

institute was strictly secured; for example, one was not permitted to go from
